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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 



A specimen holder (1) for water-containing specimens for high-pressure 
frefexing, the specimen holder (1) comprising at least two shaped parts (2, 3; 
2, 4) detachably joinable to one another, and the joined shaped parts (2, 3; 2, 
4) forming a'i:^ceptacle (6)^^r the specimen^wherein at least one of the 
shaped parts (2; 3)^comprises a diamond. 
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2. The specimen holder (1) as d^fii;ed in Claim 1, wherein at least one of the 
shaped parts (2; 3) is of disk-shape J>sqnfiguration. 



The specimen holder (1) as defined in Claim 1 or 2, wherein a spacer ring 
(9) fabricated from metal is provided between the shaped parts (2; 3).

(2; 3) are configured as disK^ap.gd diamonds. 





The specimen holder (1) as defined in Claim 1 or 2, wherein the other 
shaped part (3) [is] fabricated from metal, [is] of disk-shaped configuration, 
and comprises a shaped-on beadVS) running around the rim.

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The specimen holder (1) as defined in Claim 3 or 5, wherein gold or 
aluminum or copper is used the metal.

10. The specimen holder (1) as defined in at least one of the foregoing claims, 
wherein at least one of the shaped parts (2, 3, 4) is configured with an 
irregularly shaped surface. 
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
